Fenner 
approached the stenographer who 
asked, “You want a license?” Fen- 
ner said he did. The stenographer 
handed him a telephone number 
on a scrap of paper. “Call this 
number at 6 o’clock tonight,” she 
said. 

Fenner followed instructions. He 
called the number and a man’s 
voice said, “Hello, is this Fenner?” 
Fenner said it was and the man 
identified himself as Gordon, in- 
viting him to call. Fenner went to 
Gordon's Ashland avenue home, 

“It Will Cost you $150.” 

“IT guess I can’t get a license 
without your O. K.,”" he told Gor- 
don, who replied, ‘‘That’s right. 
It will cost you $150.” 

The next Monday evening, Fen- 
ner. paid $75 in cash and signed 
notes for $40 and $35, respectively. 
Gordon gave him a list of from 18 
to 25 typewritten questions which 
he was told to study and bring 
back. 

On April 19, two weeks after his 
failure, he appeared before the ex- 
amining board again. Reno called 
him in ahead of three other appli- 
cants and asked three questions 
about pumps. The third question 
was, “What would you do if the 
water didn’t come through the 
pump?” Fenner answered, “I 
would look for the water line.”

STOCK TO PAY OFF DIVIDEND 


Board Proposes to Sell $38,659,000 
of Common to Care for 
Accumulated Preferred. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—Directors 
of the Missouri Pacific Railroad to- 
day approved a plan to pay off the 
accumulated dividends on the pre- 
ferred stock, amounting to $49.75 
a share, with funds obtained 
through the sale of additional com- 
mon shares to stockholders. 

The accumulated dividends on 
the preferred total $38,659,900 and 
it is proposed to offer at par com- 
mon stock to that principal ameunt 
both common and preferred share- 
holders will receive rights to sub- 
scribe to the new issue. 

The initial quartely dividend on 
the 5 per cent preferred was paid 
on Dec. 31 last, together with $1.50 
a share on account of accumula- 
tions. The preferred became cum- 
ulative on June 30, 1918. 

The net income of the Missouri 
Pacific for the nine months, end- 
ing Sept. 30, amounted to $8,889.- 
068, equal to $12.38 a share on the 
outstanding 5 per cent preferred 
stock, compared with $6,258,806.

TO 600 AT BANQUET 


Messages Read From Hin- 
denburg, Byrd and Prince 
of Wales—Einstem Talks 
From Berlin.

DETROIT, Mich., Oct. 22.—Fol- 
lowing one of the most thrilling 
days of his life, Thomas A. Edison 
was resting at Fairlane, the Déar- 
born estate of Henry Ford, today 
preparing to return to his home in 
East Orange, N. J. When he leaves 
he will carry with him the memory 
of a tribute, voiced not only on be- 
‘half of the nation by President 


Hoover, but literally from the far 
corners of the earth. 

It was a tribute paid in the pres- 
ence last night of approximately 
600 notable guests invited by Ford 
to join in honoring Edison on the 
fiftieth anniversary of his perfec- 
tion of the incandescent light. It 
had as its general setting the early 
American village Ford has _ con- 
structed on his Dearborn property. 

To Edison, in the seat of honor 
at the speakers’ fable despite the 
presence of the President of the 
United States, is was an hour of 
supreme happiness. It required 
all the genius of Edison to stand 
up in the flood of light of his own 
making, in: the presence of the 
President and other notables, and 
acknowledge the tribute. Several 
times during the brief acknowl- 
edgement Edison was near the 
breaking point. But he started in 
bravely, wavered a bit and carried 
on, and, with a resounding “Good 
night,” betrayed a courage as rare 
as his inventive genius. 


Attended by Dr. Hoone. 

Immediately after his brief ac- 
knowledgement, Edison was accom- 
panied by Dr. Joel T. Boone, Presi- 
dent Hoover’s physician, to the 
Ford home to rest. Reports that 
Edison had collapsed due to the 
Strain of his golden jubilee day 
were emphatically denied today. It 
was Said the inventor had stood up 
well 

The re-enactment of the inven- 
tion of the incandescent light took 
place in the old laboratory of Edi- 
son, Which had been moved to 
Dearborn by Henry Ford from 
Menlo Park, N. J.

EINSTEIN'S RADIO 


Only Five Wards in English 
—Reception: Poor in 
America. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Oct. 22.—Just five 
words of Dr. Albert Einstein’s mes- 
sage from across the seas to Amer- 
ica over an_ international radio 
broadcasting arrangement were in 
English, and therefore understand- 
able to the vast majority of his lis- 
teners. 

Those words were at the conclu- 
sion of his short address, when he 
said, addressing himself to Thomas 
A. Edison, in whose honor he 
spoke, “Good night, my American 
friend:” ; 

The famous scientist's speech, 
which was received at Dearborn, 
Mich., at the conclusion of the Edi- 
son banquet, was very poorly heard 
in America, due to faulty reception, 
follows: 

“Good evening, Mr. Edison. It 
is a unique pleasure to me to be 
able to send you from a faraway 
country these cordial congratula- 
tions. The mental workers and es- 
pecially the technicians and physi- 
cists of the whole world are today 
thinking of you and your work with 
admiration and sympathy. 

“You have been equally success- 
ful as a pioneer, executive and or- 
ganizer, your cqnstruction of the 
electric incandescent lamp has to a 
great extent made the development 
of,a great electrica] industry pos- 
sible. 

“The great technical creators of 
which you are one of the most suc- 
cessful have produced in the course 
of a century aA entirely new situa- 
tion to which mankind has not yet 
adapted himself. For man today 
requires for the production of 
things necessary to life hardly any 
muscular labor and no longer needs 
to be a motor or a slave. 

“The great creators of future 
generations probably will be or- 
ganizers whose task will be to see 
that such technical powers no 
longer serve the purposes of war 
but of economic security and the 
liberation of mankind.” 

Dr. Einstein's speech was re- 
ceived Monday night in America, 
but due to the six.hours difference 
in time between Berlin*’and Eastern 
America it was not delivered here 
until 3 o’clock this morning, Berlin 
time, 

Dr. Einstein made a special trip 
to Berlin from his residence at 
Caputh to pay tribute to Edison. 

The trip was made necessary be- 
cause he has no telephone in his 
home. He spoke into a microphone 
connected with a direct telephone 
line to London, from the spacious 
experiment room of the Govern- 
ment headquarters, the long dis- 
tance telephone speech being 
broadcast from there over Ger- 
many. 

The scientist seemed shy in the 
impressive surroundings. “It is 
only the second time I have spoken 
over a microphone,” he gaid. “I 
hope it went all right.”

TRBUTE TO EDISON DEFEATED, RESIGNS 


Beaten 297 to 288 on Vote of 
Confidence in Chamber 
of Deputies. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Oct. 22.—The Briand 
Ministry was defeated on a ques- 
tion of confidence in the Chamber 
of Deputies late today and imme- 
diately resigned. 

Within a few minutes of the de- 
feat in the Chamber, the Cabinet 
started for the Elysee Palace to 
present its resignation to President 
Doumergue. 

The vote in the Chamber was 
297 to 288.* It came’ on the Pre- 
mier’s demand for postponement, 
specifically, of discussion of foreign 
affairs, including not only The 
Hague accords, but the evacuation 
of*the Rhineland and the Saar Val- 
ley negotiations. 

When Parliament reassembled 
today after the summer vacation, 
the opposition interpellated the 
Government regarding its policies 
at the recent reparations confer- 
ence at The Hague. Premier Bri- 
and demanded that the discussion 
be postponed until ‘Novembr and 
raised the question of confidence. 

The Premier, who formed the 
Cabinet on July 29, last, after the 
resignation of Raymond Poincare 
on account of ill health, desired 
that the budget be taken under 
consideration by the Chamber be- 
fore taking up the interpellation. 


BLIMP, STORMBOUND 15 HOURS 
OVER DETROIT, FINALLY LANDS 


Two Refuelings of Mayflower Ac- 
complished During Turbulent 
Night in Air. 

DETROIT, Mich., Oct. 22.—Buf- 
feted by winds, its crew blinded by 
driving rain and shifting fog, the 
Goodyear blimp Mayflower, which 
came here yesterday to participate 
in the Edison day ceremony, wae 
held storm bound over the Grosse 
lle airport for 15 hours last night. 

The ship was only brought to its 
hangar at 7:45 a. m, today when 
the wind abated. During its tur- 
bulent night in the air two refuel- 
ings were accomplished. Flying 
practically blind over the airport 
with the flood flights blotted out in 
the fog, the pilots brought their 
craft close to the earth twice in 
order to take on fuel. At no time 
was it possible to land.

FAL'S DEFENSE 
BEGINS SUMMING 
UP OF EVDENGE 


Frank Hogan Has Floor at 
Opening of Day’s Session 
—Prosecutor Roberts Yet 
to Be Heard. 


By the Associated Press, 4 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—Mak- 
ing a sweeping attack upon the 
testimony and documents through 
which the Government seeks to 
convict Albert B. Fall of accept- 
ing a bribe of $100,000 from E. L. 
Doheny, Frank J. Hogan of de- 
fense counsel today continued his 
closing argument to the jury. 

Fall, Secretary of the Interior 
under President Harding, arrived 
a few minutes before court opened. 
Mrs. Fall, however, who usually 
sits in the front row of spectators, 
was absent, in bed with a severe 
cold. 

On a table in front of the jury 
Hogan placéd the Government ex- 
hibits. He read the indictment, 
after first telling the jury that “an 
indictment is nothing but a 
charge.” 

“Thread of Gold.” 

‘National security, Hogan told the 
jurors, “runs like a thread of gold”’ 
through all the negotiations for the 
Elk Hills lease. Doheny, he said, 
was appealed to by Rear Admiral

“Don't you think that Doheny, 
sneered at and vilified yesterday 
was just the man who would come 
to the Government’s aid?"

Finney, former Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Interior, in which Fin- 
ney said he had acted upon his 
own initiative and without consult- 
ing Fall. 

The Judge Advocate-General of 
the Navy, Hogan sald, had by writ- 
ten opinion upheld the validity of 
the exchange of Government crude 
oil for fuel oil stored at Pearl Har- 
bor.

Some of the changes proposed by 
the Finance Committee, La Fol- 
lette asserted put on the free list, 
raw materials which manufacturers 
imported, and increased the rates 
on products, such 4s saitpeter and 
phosphoric acid, used extensively 
by farmers. Saltpeter is used in 
the home curing of meat and 
phosphoric acid is an essential in- 
gredient of fertilizer. 

Household Articles Affected. 

Housewives, the young Senator 
said, should be especially interest- 
ed in the chemical schedule, be- 
cause the items under it affected 
the price of such household com- 
modities as baking powder, bluing, 
ammonia and starch. 

Increases in the paint and var- 
nish items alone, La Follette de- 
clared would cost the farmers 
something like $2,500,000 annually. 
The present Fordney-McCumber 
rates on these items cost farmers 
$6,384,000 a year. 

Turning to the profits of the 
“Big Three’ in the chemical in- 
dustry, La Follette pointed out that 
their earnings were “‘extraordinary 
and excessive.” 

An investment of $1000 in Union 
Carbide in 1922 was worth $7182 
on the New York Stock Exchange 
on Sept. 12 this year, he said. The 
net income of this company, ac-

Vast Profits Cited. 


Allied Chemical, La Follette 
said, had been almost as prosper- 
ous.

from $8,000,000 to $13,000,000, 
earnings on common _s stock in- 
creased from $5.69 a share to 
$11.12 and the “property devoted 
to chemical operations” increased 
from $110,000.000 to $118,000,000.

After segregating the chemical 
operations of the du Pont Co. La 
Follette found that profits of this 
branch of the company, increased 
from 9.1 per cent in 1922 to 18.6 
per cent in 1928.

On the 
basis of its 1922 stock, LaFollette 
said, the company made $61.48 a 
share last year or 993 per cent 
larger than 1922.

At Detroit; ‘Every American 
Owes Debt to Edison,’ He Says 


22, 1929 


Science, He Declares, 


Strengthens Fiber of 


Life by Inculcating Veracity of Thought 
in Search for Truth. 


By the Associated Press. 
DETROIT, Mich., Oct. 22 —The 
text of President Hoover’s address 
at the celebration of the fiftieth 
anniversary of Thomas A. Edison’s 
invention of the incandescent lamp 
at Dearborn last night follows: 

“Fellow countrymen and wom- 
en: 

“This ceremony is a part of the 
celebration of Mr. Edison's inven- 
tion of the electric lamp. <- It is also 
the dedication of the Edison Insti- 
tute of Technology, the gift of Mr. 
Ford. Both are in fact national 
tributes to Mr. Edison. 


“The multiplication of the 
amount of light in the world a 
thousandfold is worthy of celebra- 
tion, for darkness is a forbidden 
limitation upon rightecus human 
activities. 


Mr. Hoover Waxes Humorous. 

“When Mr. Ediso1 invented the 
electric lamp he may vnerhaps have 
thought just to produce plain hght 
and more of it at less cost. [ sur- 
mise that his wildest ambition was 
to relieve the human race from the 
curse of always cleaning oil lamps, 
scrubbing up candle drips and ever- 
lastingly carrying one or the other 
of them about. He may have 
thought to add safety to Chicago 
against a second accident from in 
oil lamp. But the electric lamp 
has found infinite variety of unex- 
pected uses. It enables us to post- 
pone our spectacles for a few years 
longer; it has made reading in 
bed infinitely more comfortable; 
by merely pushing a button we 
have introduced the element of 
surprise in dealing with burglars; 
the goblins that lived in dark cor- 
ners and under the bed have now 
been driven to the outdoors; evil 
deeds which inhabit the dark have 
| been driven back into the farthest 
| retreats of the night; it enables the 
| doctor to peer into the recesses of 
our insides; it substitutes for the 
|hot-water bottle in aches and 
|pains; it enables our cities apd 
|towns to clothe themselves in 
\gaiety by night, mo matter how 
'sad their appearance may be by 
day, and by all its multiple uses 
it has lengthened the hours of our 
active lives, decreased our fears, 
replaced the dark with good cheer, 
increased our.safety, decreased our 
toll, and enabled us to read the 
type in the telephone book. It has 
become the friend of man and 
child.

Fara- 
day discovered that energy could 
be transformed into electricity 
through induction—the theory of 
the electrical generator. It was

quiry, “Will this ever be of use to 
mankind?” Faraday replied, “some 
day you will collect taxes fron 


60 Billions of New Wealth. 


“Mr. Edison, using organized 
systematic laboratory research, has 
been one of the great leaders who 
have converted the pure physics of 
electricity into a taxable product. 
Today the Governments of the 
world levy upon upwards of 60 
billions of new wealth founded up- 
on electricity. 

“But the taxes and new wealth 
are not the major accomplishments 
of the men of this genius. These 
are the rivers of sweat saved from 
the backs of men and the infinite 
drudgery relieved from the handg 
of women. 

“T may emphasize that both sci- 
entific discovery and its practical 
application are the products of 
long and arduous research. Dis- 
covery and invention do not spring 
full grown from the brains of men. 
The labor of a host of men, great 
laboratories, long, patient scien- 
tific experiment build up the struc- 
ture of knowledge, not stone by 
stone, but particle by particle. 
This adding of fact to fact some 
days brings forth a revolutionary 
discovery, an illuminating hypoth- 
esis, a great generalization. or a 
practical invention. 

“Research both in pure science 
and in its application to the arts 
is one of.the most potent impulses 
to progress. For it is organized 
research that gives daily improve- 
ment in machines and processes, in 
methods of agriculture, in the pro 
tection of health, and in under- 
standing. From these we gain con- 
stantly in better standards of liv- 
ing, in more stability of employ- 
ment, lessened toil, lengthened | 


human life, and decreased suffer- 
ing. In the end our leisure ex- 
pands, our interest in life enlarges, 
our visfOn stretches. There is 
more joy in life. 


Shatters Prophecies. ~ 

“It is the increasing productiv- 
ity of men's labor through the 
tools given us by science that shat- 
tered the gloomy prophecies of 
Malthus. More than a century ago 
that great student held that in- 
creasing population would outrun 
the food supply and starvation was 
to be the inevitable executioner. of 
the overcrowded earth. 

“But since his day we have seen 
the paradox of the growth of pop- 
ulation far beyond anything of 
which he ever dreamed, coupled 
at the same time with constantly 
increasing standards of living ‘and 
ever-increasing surplus of food. 
Malthus was right except for a 
new contestant in the race with 
his principle: That was more 
scientific research, more discov- 
ery. And that race is still on. If 
we would have our country im- 
prove its standards of living and 
at the same time, a¢écommodate 
itself to increasing population, we 
must maintain on an even more 
liberal scale than ever before our 
great laboratories of both pure 
and applied science. 

“Our scientists and inventors 
are amongst our most priceless na- 
tional possessions. There is no 
sum that the world could not af-

A Neglected Historical Site. 
tT, the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
N an old warehouse building at the 


southwest corner of First and Wal- 
nut streets is displayed an old and nearly 
illegible tin sign bearing the following 
legend: 

Here stood the Spanish Govern- 
ment House ane here on the tenth 
day of March, 1804, Upper Louisiana 
was transferred to the United States, 


To my mind there is something his- 
torically sacred about a place of this 
kind, The transfer of this vast tract of 
land to the United States should be com- 
memorated in a more fitting and last- 
ing way, than simply to announce the 
fact coldly and on a cheap tin signa 
possibly 18 inches by two feet in di- 
mension, and so worn with time and so 
inconspicuously placed that it is safe to 
say not 500 out of our 800,000 citizens 
in St. Louis even know that it is there 
or that the event took place in this city. 

If the transfer of Upper Louisiana to 
the United States means what I think 
it does, should not St. Louis be proud 
of the fact that this great event oc- 
curred within its boundaries; should not 
the State of Missouri which has appro- 
priated funds for the erection of oxpen 
sive markers showing Daniel Boone’s 
Trail, where Lewis and Clark made his- 
tory, and numerous other worthy events, 
give some notice of the fact that at a 
certain spot on her soll, Spain ceded to 
France and France sold to the United 
States one of the largesi: and most de- 
sirable sections of our country? 

Over the old Spanish Government 
House that formerly stood at First and 
Walnut streets, three national flags flew 
in succession in one day, showing first 
that the territory belénged to Spain, then 
to France and then to our Own coun- 
try. 

Doesn't the Government at Washing- 
ton attach any importance to this event? 
Haven't we a historical society that could 
do something about this?

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THE REBELLIOUS FARMERS. 

For a third time the coalition in the United States 
Senate has voted for the debenture plan, notwith- 
standing Mr. Hoover’s declaration that the debenture 
would “bring disaster to the farmer.” 

The House, of course, will have to concur in the 
debenture before that plan can go to the President, 
and it has up to this time refused to do so. Nor is 
this the only provision put into the tariff bill by the 
Senate against the expressed wishes of Mr. Hoover. 
He wanted also to give the President the right to 
lower or raise tariff rates, a power which the Senate 
has reserved to Congress. So that even if the Sen- 
ate recedes from one provisicn in conference with the 
House there will stilk be reason to suppose that Mr. 
Hoover will veto the bill. It is unlikely that the 
Senate will recede from both pvusitions. 

It will surprise a good many observers in Wash- 
ington if this does not make any tariff vill impos- 
sible. The West is in rebellion, and the breach be- 
tween agriculture and industry has so far opened that 
it can hardly be bridged. The acquiescence of all the 
great grain statés in a tariff system which has as 
steadily impoverished the farmer as it has enriched 
the industrialist has been one of the phenomena of 
American politics. Notwithstanding it was quite ob- 
vious as far back as the time of McKinley that the 
tariff was an industrial subsidy which had the effect of 
increasing the cost of what the farmer bought without 
any corresponding increase in anything he sold, the 
great agricultural states have regularly stepped to the 
polls every four years and cast their votes for this 
iniquity. It is a turning pvint in American politics 
that sees this whole disillusioned region demanding 
for agriculture a subsidy that is at least to some 
degree comparable to the subsidy enfoyed by mann- 
facturing. It is not possible to say that the deben- 
ture would be anything else. The only possibile jus- 
tification for taking money out of the United States 
Treasury and handing it to the farmers in this indi- 
rect fashion is that by the same indirection the Gov- 
ernment takes money from the people for manufac- 
turing. 

The West will hardly get what it wants. It proba- 
bly will prevent any tariff revision at all. Meanwhile, 
the country may be sure that the defi of the West 
is as plain as it is significant of our changing times. 
That declaration is: If the farmer cannot have a sub- 
sidy nobody can have one. To that end the agri- 
cultural West and North have joined hands with the 
agricultural South, and there is more sympathy for 
the moment between Democratic Senators from the 
one region and Republican Senators from the other 
than there is between either region and the indus- 
trial East. Eastern journals like the Philadelphia 
Public Ledger and the New York Tribune, which 
cannot imagine a greater heresy than running the 
Government for the benefit of the whole people, are 
shocked by what is going on. They speak of a “lit- 
tle group. of wilful men,” of “dictatorial blocs,” of 
“inexcusable delay,” of “inveterate factionalism” and 
“guerilla warfare for personal objectives.” To their 
distorted point of view the tariff bill which selfish in- 
terests hoped to exploit has reached an impasse be- 
cause of the perversity of professional wild men. Mr. 
Borah and Mr. Norris are to the outraged spokes- 
men of the tariff barons not Senators speaking for 
6,000,000 indignant farmers but unpatriotic egotists 
animadverting at the expense of orderly law making. 

Yet the preliminaries to the coalition in the Sen- 
ate have been progressing to the present situation 
for more than 20 years. There was a time when the 
voices of the elder La Follette, of Dolliver, of Ken- 
yon, and the nucleus of what has become the present 
farm bloc, were favorite themes for popular jest. 
The tariff barons put them all in the class of sock- 
less Jerry Simpson. They hurled at these men the 
epithet “Populist.” But the grievance that became 
articulate in those cries from the grain states was 
real. The farmers were being reduced to peasantry, 
and they were being thus treated by their own party. 

It has taken a long time for them to realize that 
the way out is through.a Democratic coalition. It 
is a recourse from which they have foolishly shrunk, 
and by so doing they have reduced the Democrats to 
an impotence equalling their own. On the day when 
they cast off the Old Guard in the Senate and allied 
themselves with the Democrats their fortunes began 
to improve. The strength of the coalition is by this 
time such that no measure can pass Congress over 
its protests. The President may balance the power 
of the coalition with the veto, as Mr. Coolidge fre- 
quently did and as Mr. Hoover may do now; but the 
farmers hold capitol hill. It is a moment of great 
historical significance to the country, a veritable ful- 


filment of the vision of all the great believers in 


democratic government who have sat in the White 
House from the time of Jefferson and Madison down 
to the regimes of Cleveland, Roosevelt and Wilson. 
In our opinion, Mr. Hoover stands at a point where 
he must decide if he is to belong to that illustrious 
group. The coalition in the Senate 1s not what the 
Herald Tribune and the Public Ledger would have 
us believe. It has grown slowly out of the realizing 
agricultural masses, and it has the solidity and en- 
durance of all slow-growing things. It cannot be 
broken. It means to gain a place in the national econ- 
omy for the farmer. The people who have been try- 
ing to manipulate the tariff bill in the special session 
of Congress had in mind something like 6,000,000 
people. The coalition has in mind 110,000,000 people. 
More power to ft! 
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A REAL PUBLIC UTILITIES COMMISSION. 

One of the factors in the recent bearishness of pub- 
lic utility stocks was the refusal of the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Utilities to permit the Edison 
Illuminating Co. of Boston to split its stock. This 
stock, of the so-called blue-chip variety, is selling 
in the neighborhood of $300 a share on the New York 
curb. It was proposed to divide each share in four 
to stimulate trading in it by small investors, as has 
been done of late with securities of scores of other 
companies. Since such splitups have been considered 
largely a matter of routine merchandising, the com- 
mission’s decision was entirely unexpected, and had 
a depressing effect on the market. 

As anyone familiar with the Massachusetts com- 
mission would guess, it nad a list of imposing rea- 
sons for its action. For one thing, the commission 
severely criticised the company’s financial policy, 
pointing out that for years it has distributed in divi- 
dends practically all of its earnings, “with the result 
that it has made littie provision for depreciation or 
surplus.” The company’s rates were also attacked as 
comparing unfavorably with those of other com pa- 
nies whose financial policies have been more con- 
servative. Finding that “no public interest will be 
served” by the splitup, the commission held that, on 


the. other. hand,, innocent. investors. are likely. to be], 


encouraged in a false expectation of increased divi- 
dends, 

Once again the Massachusetts commission shows 
itself as standing head and shoulders above any other 
similar body in the country. It has stoutly main- 
tained its views on the prudent investment theory of 
valuation, while other commissions, frightened by the 
trend of court decisions, have run to cover. Inde- 
pendent, aggressive, intelligent, the Massachusetts 
commission is the envy of other states, like Missouri, 
whose public utility regulatory bodies have failed in 
the mission for which they were created. 
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THE OHIO’S BAPTISM. 

A Post-Dispatch correspondent told a colorful story 
in yesterday’s paper of the steamer Cincinnati's 
maiden cruise down the canalized Ohio from Pitts- 
burg to Cairo. It was a gala occasion and a prophet- 
ic economic event. The captains and kings will pres- 
ently depart, the obligato of whistles and horns and 
cheering multitudes will “die down and drone and 
cease,” the gay investiture of flags and streamers 
will disappear, and the old Ohio, reborn and revital- 
ized, will buckle down to prosaic routine of the day’s 
work. Yet its daily labors will contribute impor- 
tantly and increasingly to the poetry and drama of 
living. 

The Ohio has, so to speak, ceased to be a river. It 
is now, as our correspondent phrases it, “a chain of 
50 man-made lakes.” It has shaken off that uni- 
versal destiny of rivers to “go hurrying to the sea.” 
It has now the stately immobility of a blue-blooded, 
self-contained lagoon. Under the spell of engineer- 
ing it has become the embodiment of utility. Through 
the fathomless depth of nine feet of water steamer, 
towboat and barge will move in ease, comfort and 
security. 

Another transportation factor has been created. 
In the baptism Cabinet officers have participated. 
To President Hoover this “triumph of the Ohio Val- 
ley” must have been peculiarly gratifying. No other 
man in our public life has so comprehensively envi- 
sioned “the Mississippi system” or so effectively pre- 
sented it as a practical project. The Ohio is but a 
branch of that system. In the family of rivers the Ohio 
is but a kid sister of the Missouri, which James J. 
Hill appraised as “the greatest railroad ever built,” 
or the mighty Mississippi. The Ohio, however, had 
the advantage of immense industrial development 
along its banks, and it also had a tireless and able 
patron in the person of Theodore Burton, who, wheth- 
er in the House or the Senate or intervals of pri- 
vate life, everlastingly argued the cause of the river. 

We of the Mississippi and Missouri country rejoice 
that he did. There is no jealousy out this way of 
the preference shown the Ohio. What has been done 
on that river can, and will, be done on all our rivers. 
They will all be brought within the formula of de 
pendable navigation, by whatever engineering treat- 
ment their several circumstances require, and they 
will give transportation services of golden value to 
the whole nation. 
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“MAGNIFICENT DISTANCES.” 

It is a long distance from eohippus to Chief of 
Longview. 

It is a long distance from Menlo Park to Dearborn.

Chronologically the first gap is immeasurable, the 
second half a century, the third 25 years. But evolu- 
tion, Edison and the Wright brothers have all written 
“magnificent distances.” 
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MR. HOOVER’S REBUKE. 

Whitney Warren, the architect, has earned a dis- 
tinction visited upon few private citizens—public re- 
buke from the President of the United States. The 
rebuke was occasioned by Mr. Warren’s fight to place 
upon the new library of Louvain University in Bel- 
gium the inscription, “Destroyed by German fury, 
restored by American generosity” Mr. Warren, over 
the protest of the university authorities, recently 
obtained a court decision upholding his position. 

It happens that Mr. Hoover was one of the chief 
instruments in the project to rebuild the famous li- 
brary. A committee of which he was chairman col- 
lected 70 per cent of the funds, the remainder being 
gathered by Nicholas Murray Butler’s committee. 
Thus he speaks with peculiar authority when he 
says: “I and those associated with me in the Amer- 
ican gift of a library to the University of Louvain 
wish to emphatically disclaim any approval of the 
action of Mr. Whitney Warren in insisting upon an 
offensive inscription upon the building.” 

While the court decision compels the university to 
permit the erection of that part of the building con- 
taining the inscription, it does not guarantee the in- 
scription’s permanence. We daresay, now that Mr. 
Hoover nas spoken in such forthright terms, the acid- 
ulous line will not long remain Mr. Hoover’s state 
ment, moreover, will go far to correct the unhappy 
impression of American taste that has been given 
to Europe by Mr. Warren. 
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Mr. Hoover’s heresy that the future of the Repub- 
lican party rests upon good government and not pat- 
ronage will be a great shock to those political funda- 
mentalists who represent the party not in Florida 
alone but most of the Southern states. 
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THE SAVING AGE. 

Let the rainy day come. The wortd is ready for 
it, or rapidly getting ready. This period on which so 
many profligate adjectives have been pinned will 
probably be known, in the informed judgment of his- 
tory, as “The Saving Age,” or “The Thrifty Era,” or 
something of that sort. Everybody has money in the 
bank. 

Such is the testimony, anyhow, of that unimpeach- 
able witness, Old Reliable Statistics. Figures have 
been gathered in Asia, Africa, Europe, the two Amer- 
icas and the islands of the seas. And who would you 
say, off hand, is leading the Savings Deposits League? 
Well, it’s Russia, with a gain in percentage of 429 
in the years reported in the survey, 1921 to 1927. 
Hungary is second, with 380, and an increase of 221 
per cent gives Germany third place. Greece, the 
Serbs, Croats and Slovenes, Finland, France and the 
Irish Free State are all entitled to honorable mention. 

What about the United States? Our annual in- 
crease in savings has been 11 per cent, while the av- 
erage of all other countries is 45 per cent. Where 
does that leave our dry friends who accredit all our 
prosperity to prohibition and point with especial 
pride to our savings accounts as the economic mir- 
acle of Volsteadism? 

To our best knowledge and belief it leaves those 
earnest souls out on a limb. 
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Who Shall Inherit This Earth—Man or Bug? 


Of 4,000,000 kinds of insects, all are rivals of mankind for food and many our 
open enemies; swift reproduction and voracious appetites make them a real 
danger; migrants thrive when-natural foes are absent; some battles won by im- 
porting parasities, but the corn borer and chestnut blight remain undefeated.

HERE are estimated to be more than 
T 1.000.000 kinds of insects in the world, 

ind all of them are of significance to 
mankind, Most of them are frankly and 
openly either our friends or our enemies 
few are neutral. They are all Our com- 
petitors——we are ali bidders for the world’s 
imited food supply. Who shall finally in- 
herit this earth, man or bug, will depend 
in the last analysis on which creature is 
most efficient in securing his daily ration. 

When we remember the bug’s appetite 
for food, particularly for the green and 
growing plant, and the bug’s capacity to 
reproduce and multiply, we begin to feel 
uncertain about our own future survival. 
The mother cabbage aphid who lays her 
eggs the first of April becomes the pro- 
genitor of 12 generations by the middle 
of August. By then, if all the descendants 
should live, there would be alive at one 
time some 564 quadrillion aphids! Prof. 
Glenn Herrick shows that they would weigh 
822,0000,000 tons—almost exactly eight 
times the weight of the human inhabitants 
of this globe, 

Note the food consumption of the cater- 
pillar of the common Polyphemus moth, 
When this worm is fully grown, that is, in 
about 56 days, he has actually consumed 
86,000 times his original weight.

The balance has been maintained thus 
far, between man and bug, so that the 
bug has not yet deprived his human com- 
petitors of too much of their food supply 
except in those few cases of insect plagues. 
Obviously, it would be very easy to dis- 
turb this “balance of nature.” 

Will man or bug inherit the earth? If 
it is a question of the survival of the fit- 
test, then the argument is all in favor of 
the bug. The cockroach, for instance, was 
here a million years before man came; 
therefore, he will likely be here a million 
years after man has joined the dinosaur and 
the dodo. The cockroach came with the 
coal age. He is versatile enough to adjust 
himself to his environment. Living first 
in Asia, he traveled by ship to Holland, 
and later became at home all over Europe. 


“While he prefers the warm climate, he is 


found in numbers among the Laplanders 
of the Far North.

Whence came our present insect pests? 
Most of them came from foreign countries. 
And they come here without their natural 
enemies. In this way the balance is dis- 
turbed, wholly in favor of the insect. An 
insect in his home tand is often so harm- 
less and obscure that his presence is not 
even noted. This is because his natural 
enemies keep him in his place. But trans- 
plant this little bug to America, give him 
plenty of rich food and no enemies, and 
he will show what the biological laws of 
reproduction mean. 

We have had many examples of this 
kind. The best one is perhaps the white 
fiuted or cottony scale which once threat- 
ened the complete, speedy and absolute 
extinction of the orange and lemon indus- 
try of California. In the seventies this 
insect came by ship from Austrailia to 
California. It attacked apple trees, fig, 
quince, pomegranate, roses and soon de- 
veloped a preference for orange and lemon 


trees. The trees attacked were ruined. 
Since this insect left all its enemies behind in 
Australia, it had a free field for action, until 
the counter-attack by man himself began. 
Few jobs ever done by the United States 
Department of Agriculture in the field of 
entomology or elsewhere have been s0 
spectacular and so immediately beneficial 
as was the fight on the cottony scale. Vic- 
tory was secured by the introduction from 
Australia of a particular ladybug whose 
diet is this cottony scale, and whose appe- 
tite is for this insect only. 

* . . 


In only a few conspicuous cases have 
we won the battle against the bug. With 
most of the harmful! insects in the United 
States, either the bug has definitely won 
the war or the fighting is still going on. 
We have already surrendered to the chest- 
nut blight and these noble and useful trees 
are fast becoming extinct. Congress last 
year spent $10,000,000 in the corn borer 
campaign, and the total effect was to 
mitigate very slightly the ravages of this 
insect pest. Scientists on the job report 
that the slow westward march of the corn 
borer «will not stop with Ohio and Mich- 
igan, but will inevitably continue until the 
whole corn belt is covered. We shal] have 
to sign a truce with this bug and give him 
perpetual tribute in the form of a few 
million or a few hundred million bushels 
of corn a year. This pest has never been 
stcpped yet in any country. 

The biological methods of fighting insects 
—those which maintain the balance of na- 
ture—are far the most effective. By this 
we mean the work done by the birds, by 
insects themselves, and by those most tiny 
of all insects, the predacious parasites. 

First of all, we ought to encourage the 
birds to come, and we ought to protect 
them in every way. This may involve get- 
ting rid of a large portion of the cats, par- 
ticularly those night prowlers which de- 
stroy birds on their nests. 

* * * 


We can calculate how large a quantity 
of insects would come from the eggs de- 
stroyed in a single day by a single bird if 
these eggs were left to hatch. Studies 
made of the food of birds show that from 
300 to 500 insects are sometimes found in 
the stomach of one bird. 

It is when we turn to our insect friends, 
however, that we find the most efficacious 
means of fighting our insect enemies. 

Some insects catch other insects in 
snares, like the spider web, or in pits of 
ingenious construction, like the ant lion's 
trap. These predacious insects, as they are 
called, account for a great many victims. 
But the great majority of insect-eating in- 
sects, when young, live within the bodies 
of their victims and eat their way out, 
or within their eggs. These are the true 
parasites; they are the farmer’s real 
friends.

EFORE a typical guildish audi- 

ence the New Yerk Theater 
Guild last night presented the sec- 
ond play of its short season at the 
American Theater in Shaw's com- 
edy, “Pygmalion.” The revival was 
not in the hands of the same com- 
pany which was seen last week in 
the delightful “Caprice.” There was 
no Lynn Fontanne in the cast to 
play the role of Eliza Doolittle. no 
Alfred Lunt for Henry Higgins but 
Frieda Inescort and Elliot Cabot, 
the former particularly, did very 
nicely by the two main brain chil- 
dren of Mr. Shaw and the rest of 
the cast, if not at ail distinguished, 
was able to fi!l the requirements, 

“Pygmalion” is not now—indeed 
it was not in 1914, when Mrs. Pat 
Campbell starred in the role of 
Eliza—Mr, Shaw at his best. Much 
of the success of the play. original- 
ly, aside from the fact that it was 
Shaw's, was due to the plain speak- 
ing of the author who dared to 
have Eliza say, in a drawing room. 
the line, “Not bloody likely.” That 
word, “bloody,” always offensive 
in England but meaning nothing at 
all over here, failed to supply the 
chief kick, so to speak, to the play 
in America. 
day, with practically no word 
barred from the modern stage, it 
carries no meaning at all. 

The story of “Pygmalion” is the 
tale of a latter day sculptor who 
creates a Galatea out of a gutter 
snipe, a fine lady out of a flower 
girl, and brings her into the world 
of high society to satisfy himself 
that it can be done and to foster a 
common thing upon the polite 
world which he dislikes. 
elevated the girl. made a lady of 
her, Mr. Henry Pygmalion- Higgins 
can carry her no higher.

withering sarcasm. The Theater 
Guild has refrained from any such 
tinkering and lets the play end, 
nowhere in particular, as the au- 
thor intended.

pion, but he knows more about 
capitalizing his fistic talents 
than any other man in the game. 
Young Stribling is fighting in 
Europe, now, after having clean- 
ed up every hamlet and rail- 
road crossing in the United 
States. He is fighting Primo de 
Carnera, the world’s heaviest 
heavyweight, at Paris, on Oct. 31, 
to climax a career that has few 
parallels.

SETS RECORD, 125 
DEGISIONS IN DAY 


Cleans Up in Two Weeks. 
Cases Filed During Its 
Summer Recess, a Total 


of 275. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22. — The 
Supreme Court yesterday cleaned 
up the cases filed during its sum- 
mer recess and incidentally made 
a new record. 

It acted on 195 cases, a larger 
number than ever before disposed 
of at a single sitting. Last week 
it acted on 80, thus giving it a 
record of having handled 275 cases 
during the first two weeks of its 
present term. 

Of th. cases in which the court 
issued orders yesterday, 36 granted 
reviews on the merits of the con- 
troversies presented, while 159 
petitions for review were thrown 
out. 

It refused to review settlements 
made by the Southern Pacific and 
other railroads for losses suffered 
during the railroad strike of 1922 
by shippers of perishable freight. 
the claims of heirs of Mark Hop- 
kins, who died in San Francisco in 
1878 that millions of his estate had 
not been distributed; and an at- 
tempt by the International Typo- 
graphical Union to abolish trade 
district unions. 

Ford Case Fails. 

The court refused to decide 
whether the Ford Motor Co. was 
liable for damages resulting from 
accidents in operation of its 
machines alleged to have been duc 
to the manufacturer's neg'igence. 
The case was based on the injury 
of Frank J. Wolber, after a Ford- 
son tractor which he had pur- 
chased at Morrison, [I1l,, overturned 


‘ while being operated on a farm. 


An award of $17,000 damages 
against the Ford Motor co. was 
given him by the trial court, but 
the judgment was et aside by the 
Circuit Court of Appeals, whicn 
held he had failed to prove negli- 
gence on the part of the manu.-

The court consented to review 
the claim of the Western Cartridge 
Co. of Alton, Ill, that the State 
had illegally collected licerse fees 
for the &ale of its goods outside 
the State by classifying such sales 
as “business transacted in  Il- 
nois.” 

The company, a Delaware cor 
poration, asserted the manner of 
taxation was unconstitutional as 
constituting a direct burden on 
interstate commerce. It said its 
license fee should have been $1479 
instead of the $2808 imposed. 

A majority of ‘he company’s 
business was transacted by ship- 
ments to customers in other states, 
it contended. The -soncern arguel 
“a license fee imposed on a for- 
eign corporation fcr the privilege 
of doing business within a state 
is invalid if it constitutes a bur- 
den on interstate sommerce.”

WASHINGTON, Oct. 
Federal Farm Board 


proved a commodity loan not ex- 
ceeding $500,000 to the Southwest 
Co-operative Wheat Growers’ As- 
sociation at Kansas City, Mo., sup- 
plementing loans from the Federal 
Intermediate Credit Bank at Wich- 
ita, Kan. 

The board also approved a loan 
of $300,000 to the Mississippi Cot- 
ton Co-operative Association at 
Jackson, Miss., and a familities 
loan of $500,000 to the Texas “arm 
Bureau Cotton Association at Dal- 
las, Tex. 

The board thinks that prevailing 
cotton prices are too low, and that 
the solution lies in more orderly 
marketing of this year’s crop. It 
is prepared to lend an unlimited 
amount of money to the cotton 
growers, that they may hold their 
product off the market. 

Analyzing the present cotton 
market, the board is of the opin- 
ion that open fall weather in the 
Southern states has led to too rap- 
id marketing, with world con- 
sumption meanwhile on a level 
equal to that of last year and the 
total supply of American cotton at 
a lower stage than a year ago. 
More cotton, it thinks, has been 
rushed into the market than can 
temporarily be absorbed, with re- 
sulting depressed prices and lack 
of confidence in cotton values. 

To assist the growers to hold 
back their crop and meanwhile 
meet their financial obligations, the 
board proposes to lend to cotton 
co-operatives, qualified as borrow- 
ers under the Capper-Volstead act, 
“sums sufficient to bring the total 
amount borrowed from all gources 
by such associations to 16 cents 
per pound on graded and classed
